BRITONS AIDED 
AMERICANS., 


Engineers from United States 


Corporal Shows Old 
Spirit of the South. 
Seizes Rifle and Goes Back 
Battle Teutons. 


(By a. r Day WIRE.) 
WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
Saturday, Dec. 1.— 
American army engineers working 
in the region of Gouzeaucourt joined 
the fighting ranks of their British 
Allies yesterday and helped them 
stem the onslaught which resulted

Many of the Americans were 
caught in the German turning move- 
ment about Gouzeaucourt and only 
escaped death or capture by lying 
concealed for hours in shell holes 
until the British hed succeeded in 
pushing the invaders back. Hun- 
dreds of other men from overseas 
were subjected to tremendous shell 
fire from enemy artillery and great 
quantities of gas shells were thrown 
in the territory where they were 
working. 

The German attack was made 
with greatly superior numbers and 
‘every available man was needed on 
the British side to arrest its onward 
sweep. The Americans gave every 
ounce of their strength to this task, 
both as fighting men and as workers, 


land the important part which they 


played has drawn the highest praise 
from the British guthorities. 

Many of the engineers seized rifies 
an@ fought side by side with the 
Tommies throughout the bitter day 
and many scores of Americans last 
night were armed and sent forward 
as volunteers to do patrol work tn

VERYTHING BAD FOR 
GERMANY, 

For three years the Prussian hedge- 
sparrow in the mest of Mars has been 
hatching out the cuckoo-egges of war, and 
now the chickens are lusty enough to tear 
and rend their foster parent. To the dwell- 
ers beyend the Rhine the cold, gray dawn 


| of the morning-after breaks wanly. bleakly. 


drearily—the present a feverish nightmare, 
the future a chill and wintry specter. 

Like a street brawler, waking with puffed 
eyelids and swollen features after a night 
of riotous dissipation, the Prussian Junker 
views the wreckage of his drunken fury in 
which his bloodshot eyes can detect no 
scrap or atom of comfort or hope or conso- 
lation. Is it any wonder that the latest 
dispatches from Berlin are colored with 
a gloom that hag penetrated even the stub- 
born intellects of the most pronounced Pan- 
German war lords? 

For, look wherever they may, the Kaiser 


and bis staff of “eupermen” can see the fate 


of the heaten and discredited adventurer 
slowly but surely overtaking them. They 
can feel on their epauletted shoulders the 
hard, stern hand of the officer of law and 
order. The starved, qonz-suffering, de- 
ceived and exploited “common” people of 
Central Europe, growing weary of hauling 
the chariot of their overseers on the dark 
desert road. show unmistakable signs of 
balking under the lash and kicking over 
the traces. And then good-by to Katsertem. 
kultur. and the gospel of salvation by 
frightfulnesa! 

Even supposing through long training 
and inbred obedience to discipline, a dis. 
pline mot for the general good of the com- 
munity, but for the bloated ambitions of 
the few, the German government can 
Weather the domestic storms at home, it !s 
destined to crumble end fall to pleces un- 
der the combined efforts of the knights of 
popular government and the champions of 
Christian civiligetion. Nietzsche gaid in his 
pride, I heve slain God.” and Nietzeche died 
in a madhouse. The haughty Hohenzollern 
said: “I will make the whole world 
acknowledge the truth of my teacher. 
Nietzsche.” aud bis end will be that of 


Belshazzar, Nero, Darius, Robesplerre and 


ell tyranta who make inhumanity their 
creed and set the God of Israel at defiance. 

The crisis in Italy is passed. Venice has 
not fallen. No rich plunder will be gath- 
ered from fnoffensive peasants on the plains 
of Lombardy or Venetia, no Italian art 


‘treasures will be stolen and cafried off to 


adorn the palaces of the robber Hohenzol- 
lerns. Germany has plaved her last trump 
card on the shores of the Adriatic and the 


Roman has won the trick. The great coup 


that was to restore the waning war spirit 
in Austria has failed. and the bonds that 
hold together the Central Empires are 
strained to the breaking point. 

The mighty power of the United States 
is arriving ahead of time on the battlefields 
of Furope and upsetting disastrously the 
calculations of the Hun. Germany was to 
dictate a victorious peace—so the over- 
lords told the Reichstag and the peonle—~ 
long before huge, unwieldy, unmilitary 
America could get into the fray. Well. un- 
military America already has her fichtine 
men lined up in the front trenches: more 
end more are arriving every day—and Ger- 
man's dictated peace terms have disap- 
peared as completely from view al her 
many sunken submarines. 


And t we project our gaze farther into 


the future, the prospects. for Germany are 
gsloomier yet. She has lost the cenfidence 
and friendship of every nation on every 
continent. Even Turkey and Bulgaria are 
held more by fear than affection. Her 
South American trade is gone. In the Far 
East her influence for years to come will 
be nil. Her last attempt to couple up with 
the forces of anarchy in Russia will only 
add to the general distrust with which she 
is now regarded by all self-supporting and 
constitutional governments. 


Even the efforts of Germany's des berate 
war department to patch up a speedy truce 
with the Bolsheviki party in Petrograd are 
turning out to be but the strugeles of a 
drowning man clutching at a passing straw. 
For this extreme wing of the Russian Reds 
views these “Greek gifts” of the overanx- 
fous enemy with distrust and misgiving— 
and it becomes every day more apparent 
that the Bolshevik! win hesitate a long 
time before actually attempting to settle 
their domestic difficulties by adopting the 
tenets of Kaiserism. 

As for the last giimmering hopes still 
held by the Prussian militarists, that the 
world will accept a peace made in Rerlin. 
they ve been effectually dispelled by 
Presid Wilson's emphatic declaration 
that the Allies will accept no peace without 
victory. When the German people come to 
understand—as they must do sooner or lat- 
er—that a merciful peace framed by hu- 
manitarian willbe better for them 
than a continuation of their present mili. 
tary despotiam, we predict a sudden and 
satisfactory finish to the long reign of hor- 
ror and destruction. 

For the cause of the Allies everything 
today looks brighter than the most opt! 
mistic thought possible six months azo— 
and everything looks correspondingly bad 
for Germany.

CASE OF RULGARIA. 


While Bulgaria is actively engaged in | 


the present world war on the side of the 
Central Powers, while the United States ts 
a still more active participant on the side 
of the Allies, diplomatic relations between 
the two countries have not been broken. 
The Bulgarian Ambassador is received as 
the representative of a friendly power at 
Washington, and the American Minister re- 
celves an equally cordial welcome in Sofia. 
As the participation of the United States 


in the war becomes more marked this in- 


congruous situation has awakened biting 
comment among the partisans of each of the 
two combinations of countries engaged in 


the great strugele. | 


Bulgaria was the last country to cast its 
lot with the Central Powers, and the hope 
has been repeatedly held out that this bad 
man of the Balkans could be induced to 


retire from a coalition which was certain | 


to drag it down to utter defeat and probable 
loss of sovereignty. But Bulgaria has given 
no direct evidence to date of seeing the 
The Allied countries 
have been more lenient with it than with 
any of the other belligerent nations for the 
reason that they were desirous to leave it 
without a grievance at the end of the war. 

If Bulgaria would throw off the Prussian 
yoke the connecting link between the Hun 
and the Turk would be broken and the 
dream of a sovereignty extending from Ber- 
lin to dad would be shattered. Bulgaria 
has always professed a willingness to talk 
peace terms with the Allies. but it has 
never been willing to perform aught ‘that 
would indicate a genuine desire to return 
to neutrality or to cast its lot with the 
Allies. In fact, recent reports from the 
Balkans are to the effect that Buigaria has 
taken advantage of the war situation to 
wipe out whole communities in Balkan 
countries that were known to be unfriendly 
to Bulgaria and its dreams of empire. Per- 
fidious as a Balkan,” might well have orig- 
inated in the attitude of Bulgaria during 
the present war. 7 

Since the beginning of the Italian drive, 
however, the diplomats of the Allied coun- 
tries have recommended’ that all further 
attempts at conciliating Bulgaria should be 
abandoned. Where her bed is made. there 
she must recline. Mr. Balfour, Foreign Sec- 
retary for Great Britain, made the position 
of that country towards Bulgaria plain in 
a recent address in Parliament. “Tt has 
been urged,” said Mr. Balfour, “that Bul- 
garia at the end of the war should be left 
without a grievance. I do not quarrel! with 
the phrase. I should like to have every 
nation to be left at the end of the war 
without a grievance: but, after all, Bulga- 
ria is in the field against us. Bulgaria is 
our enemy. She has deliberately deter- 
mined to become the enemy. of nations who 
certainly conceived she was bound to them 


by strong ties of gratitude and considera- 


tion. But there are other people I 
wish to come out of the War without a griev- 
ance. Serbia, Greece and Rumania are our 
Allies. They are fighting gallantiy; they 
are fighting on the side of the light against 
darkness. Let them first come out of the 
war without a grievance. .. Much as 
I desire Bulgaria should come put of the 
war without a grievance, that absence of 
grievance must not be bought by betraying 
those who have thrown everything they 
have into the Allied cause and are pre- 
pared to fight it out with us to the end.” 


From the beginning the attitude of Bul- - 


garia has been that of a mercenary. Her 
services have been for sale, and, she appar- 
ently would not hesitate to sell the same 
property to both sides. A diplomatic treaty 
with Bulgaria would be a treaty which Bul- 
garia would break with as little compune- 
tion as would her Prussian ally. Complaint 
has been made that Bulgaria is making im- 
proper use of the freedom granted to her 
embassy in this country; it is even Intimat- 
ed that a diplomatic leak has existed. Ger- 
many’s gutter diplomats would not hesitate 
to make use of such a source, and Bulga- 
rian honor is not held in much greater es- 
teem than that of the House of Hohenzol- 
lern. The diplomatic atmosphere would be 
cleared if the American Ambassador were 
to be withdrawn from Sofia, and Buigart&® 
were forced to range herself squarely with 
the nations that are fighting the battles of 
military despotiem. : 


* 
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CKERY OF UNIONITE AGITATORS. 

Higher wages and less work constitute 
the one incessant demand of labor-unionism 
all over the world. Always greedy for 
power, the leaders of the unscrupulous or 
ganizations, headed by Gompers. in the 
United States, and by men of the same 
type throughout the. world, hesitate at 
nothing to gain their demands. To them 
the war and the nation’s peril are only 
ready means to enable them: to gain by 
terrorism and force what they are deter- 
mined to have at any cost. 

One of the constant contentions of Gom- 
pers is that eight hours’ work accomplishes 
Just as much as ten or twelve, a theory 
which is so absurd that a child ought to 
perceive its fallacy. Of course, it is liter- 
ally true that when a man has been worked 
continually beyond his strength and poWer 
he will become slow and possibly lose time 
enough u impair his value, and, if given a 
rest, he may do better. However the ar 
gument which the union leaders base upon 
this is overdrawn and obviously untrue, es- 
pecially to anyone at all familiar with the 
regulations enforced by so many unions, 
curtailing output, restricting the authority 
of the foreman to speed up work, and en- 
couraging men to loaf on the job. What 
benefit is it that a man should through short 
hours of labor keep fresh, vigorous and able 
to do a little more work if the union will 
not permit him to do so? It is a well-known 
fact that in many trades where the union 
is strongest, the hours the shortest and the 
pay the highest, the output is the most re- 
stricted, the men are kept from doing their 
best, and frequently become so slow in their 
movements that if they were equally slow 
on the streets they would be in danger of 
beink run over by a funeral procession. 

Here in California and in Texas and 
Louisiana laborunion agitators working 
among the ofl well workers have succeeded 
in gaining the support of the Federal gov- 
ernment for an eight-hour work day. What 
they really want is nothing more or less 
than an enormous Increase of pay. Now 
drawing $8 an day, drillers working some 
times eight hours and sometimes twelve 
hours, will all be put on an eight-hour $8 a 
day basis. As there is not enough skilled 
labor available and ofl well work must be 
kept up twenty-four hours every day, they 
will simply continue to work twelve hours 
and get higher pay. Their contentions that 
the nominal eight-hour day will give better 


results are made in bad faith. 


Another thing that the agitators want is 
to make a showing of strength and mem- 
bership that will give them more political 
power, In all California they want the same® 
control that they have in San Francisco 
They have boasted that the organisation of 
the ofl well workers will be the biggest 
step towards getting it. Seeing Gompers 
called into conference and treated with the 
utmost deference by the President of the 
United States, the bolder among the union 
leaders may even dream of national power. 
The American Bolsheviki may imagine that 
they can some dav do what their prototypes 
in Russia are doing. 

Taking advantage of the war, without the 
slightest scruples, without a thought of 
patriotism, the unionites have obtained a 
support from Washington which they are 
using to the limit. The employers, on the 
other hand, with few exceptions, have 
shown themselves anxious to serve their 
country, ready to make every possible con- 
cession for the sake of peace, to aid the na- 
tion in its hour of need. 

But when the war is over the conditions 


will change. The men who have made this 


nation great will have rights which even 
the American Bolsheviki wil) have to re- 
spect;-and they will stand fast for them. In 
the ranks of those who will stand for right 
and justice will be found 90 per cent. of the 
great American people, and the traitors. azi- 
tators, IW. W. and the near-I.W.W. will find 
their day ended. The more they push their 
advantage now, the harder will be their fall 
when it comes, 3
